ments z ſo to acknowledge Him in His goodneſs to theſe Lands, in that 
He hath nor added ſorrow to ſorrow, and made the period of his [:.ce 
Highneſs his life, and that of the Nations peace to have been in one day. 
A 2 Peace 
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Peace wasone of the Bleſſings of my Fathers Government; a mercy _ 
after fo lons-2 Civil War, and m the midft of ſo great Divifion which 
that War bred, is not uſually afforded by God unto a People in ſo 
oreata meaſure. | = 

The Cauſe of God, and theſe Nations, which he was engaged in, 
met in all the parts of ir, as you welſknow, with many enemies and 
great oppoſition ; The Archers, privily and openly, ſorely grieved him, 
and ſhot at him, yet bis Bow abode in ſtrength, and the Arms of his 
hands were made ({trong by the hands of the mighty God of faces, 

"As to himſelf, he died full of dayes, ſpent in great and ſore trayet ; 
yet his eyes were not waxed dim, neither was his naturall ſtrength 
abated, as it was ſaid of ofer, he was ſerviceable even to the laſt, 

As to theſe Nations, he left them in great Honour abroad, and in 
full Peace at home : all England, Scotland and Ireland dwelling (afe- 
ly every man under his Vine, and under his Fig-tree, from Dan even 
to Brerſbeba, | | ; 

He is gone to Reſt, 2nd we are entred into his Labours ; and if the 
Lord bath {till a Blefling for theſe Lands ( as I truſt He hath ) as our 
Peace hach been leogthned-out co this day, fo (hall we go on to reap 
the Fruit, and gather the Harveſt of what his late Highneſs hath ſown, 
and laid the foundation of. 

- For wy own part, being by the Providence of God, and the Diſpo- 
ficion of the Law, my Fathers Succeſſor, and bearing that Place in the 
Government that I do, I chooght it for the Pablick good to call a 
Parliament of the Three Nations, now united and conjoyned together 
into one Commonwealth, under one Government, | 

It is agreeable not only to my Truſt, bur raty Principles, to govern 
theſe Nations by the Advice of my two Houſes of Parliament ; I find 
it aſſerted inthe Humble Petition and Advice, (which is the Corners * 
ſtone of this Buildiog , and thar which I ſhall adhere to ) That Par- 
liaments are the great Conncil of the Chief Magiſtrate, in Whoſe 
eAdvice both he and theſe Nations may be moſt ſafe and happie. 7 
can affure you TI have chat eſteem of them: And as I have made it 
che firſt AA of my Government to call you together, ſo I ſhall fur= 
ther ler you fee the value I have of you, by'the Anſwers that I (ſhall 
recorn tothe advice chat ſhall be given me by you, for the good of 
theſe Nations. 

You are come up from your ſeveral Countries, as the Heads of your

We have Summoned you up at this time to let you know the ſtate 
of our Afﬀairs, and to have your Advice in them: And I believe a | 
Parliament was never Summoned upon a more important occaſion. 

It is true, as I have told yon, Weare, through the goodneſs of 
God, at this time in Peace ; but it is not thus with us becauſe we have 
no Enemies : there are enough both within us and without us, who 
would ſoon pat an end to our Peace, were it in their powers, or ſhould 
it at any time come into their powers. 

It will be becoming your Wiſdoms to conſider of the ſecucing of 
our Peace againſt thoſe , who, we all know, are, and ever will be our 
implacable Enemies ; what the means of doing this are , I ſhall refer 
unto you. 

This I can afſure you , That the Armies of Englana, Scotland and 

Treland, are true and faithfull to the Peace and good Intereſt of theſe 
Nations, and it will be found fo, and that they are a conſiſting Body, 
and uſefull for any good ends ; and if rhey were not the beſt Army in 
world, you would have heard of inconyeniencies, by reaſon of the great 
Arrear of Pay whiclris now duc unto them , whereby 7omme of them | 
are reduced to preat neceſſities : Bat you ſhall have a particular ac- | 
count of their Arrears, and I doubt nor but conſideration will be had | 
thereupon , in ſome ſpeedy and effeuall way. And this being matrer 
of Money, 7 recommend it particalarly to the Houſe of Commons. 
- You have, you know, a War with Spain, carried on by the advice 
of Parliament ; He is an old enemy, and a potent one, and therefore it 
will be neceſſary, both for the honour and ſafety of theſe Nations, 
that that War be vigoroully proſecuted. ; 

Furthermore, the Conſtitution of affairs.jn all our neighbour Coun= 
treys, and round about us ( as well friends as enemies ) are very con- | 
ſiderable, and calls upon us to be upon our Guard both at Land and } 
Sea, and to be in a poſture able to maintain and conſerve our own 
Stateand Intereſt, | 

Great and powerfull Fleets are prepariog to be ſet forth into theſe 

Seas, . | 
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States; I need nor tell you of what Conſequence theſe things are to 
this State« | TD LE 

'We have already interpoſed in theſe Aﬀairs, in ſuch manner as we 
found it neceſſary forthe intereſt of Engiand ; and matters are yer in 
ſach a condition in thoſe parts , that this State may, with the aſſiſtance 
of God,provide that their differences may not prejudice us. 

The other things that are to be ſaid, I (hall refer to my Lord Keeper 
Fiennes, and clofe up what I have to ſay with only adding two or three 
particulars to what I have already ſaid, 

And firſt, I recommend to your care the People of God in theſe Na- 
tions, with their Concernments. The more they are divided among 
themſelves , the greater prudence ſhould be uſed to cement them. 

Secondly , The good and neceſſary work of Reformation , both in 
Manners and in the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, that profanenefle may 
be diſcountenanced and ſuppreſſed, and that Righceouſnefle andJuſtice 
may be executed in the Land. 

Thirdly ,: I recommend unto you the Proteſtant cauſe abroad, which 
ſcems at this time co be in ſome danger, having great and powerfull 
Enemies , and very few Friends ; andI hope and believe that the old 
Engliſh zeal to that cauſe is ſtill among us. | 

Liltly, My Lords, and you Geartiemen of the Houſe of Commons, 
Thar you will in all your Debates maintain and conſerve Love and 
Unity among your ſelyes , that therein you may be the patern of the 
Nation, who have ſent you up in Peace, and with their Prayers, that 

the Spirit of Wiſdom and Peace may be among you : and this ſhall 
allo be my prayer for you ; and to this let us all add our utmoſt endea- 
yours for the making this an happy Parliament, ;
